E ast River w ater front was the scene 
late today of the most serious .explo­ 
sion and fire that section has known 
for years. Fifteen men were removed 
to the hospitals, suffering burns and 
injuries from which a num ber may 
die, and several persons on the scene 
at the tim e were mfcfeiag tonight, but 
earlier reports discredit earlier be­ 
liefs that several lives had been lost.
